Iron Prospectors Who Report That the

Working the Old Lame 


The St. Cloud Journal Press says that 
the St. Cloud men interested in iron 
lands on the Cuyuna range and in Mor­ 
rison county are telling with some de­ 
gree of pleasure of the schemes devised 
by the iron prospectors representing tho 
big eastern corporations to discourage 
excitement in the fields. 
Several 
men 
who have put down drills have, of course, 
carefully guarded results of their drill­ 
ing, and when they had the drills to tho 
required depth they pulled them out 
and declared 
that nothing had been 
found to indicate valuable iron ore de­ 
posits. 
One St. Cloud man who has in­ 
vested his money in iron lands and who 
lias been a careful observer of conditions 
in Crow Wing county said today that 
one of the drills that had been declared 
to have found 
nothing more valuable 
than a lot of sand went through JOO feet 
of very good ore and another drill, the 
owner of which said it had been on a 
fruitless mission in the bowels of the 
earth, went through 175 feet of ore that 
assayed (50 per cent of pure iron.

of Day is Assured 


The second Market Day on Saturday 
is credited with bein# one of the best 
days Brainerd has seen for a long time 
and it is thought that not as many 
farmers ever gathered at one time in 
the city. There was a crowd about the 
old market place until almost dark, and 
very few farmers went away displeased. 
Among those who brought in stock 
were the following: ll. E. Kimball, 3 
cows and a bull; L. Bailey, 5 horses, 2 
head of cattle 
and I 
sheep; 
( ’on 
O'Brien, I buck; C. Deaver, fine Short­ 
horn bull, IG months old; John \\ inter, 
I pig; Chas. Grover, I cow and a load 
of potatoes, onions, c a b b a g e , etc.; Al­ 
bert Comrock, herd of steers: A.Thebes, 
I cow; G. W. Brock, I cow; Freeman 
Voung, 3 heifers; John Myer, chickens 
and some steers; A. M. Peterson, *2 
cows, some cabbage, squash and other 


cow for milking. He also gave many 
useful hints as to the care of cows. 
This he summed up in one sentence. 
See that your cow is never physically 
uncomfortable, feed and milk regular­ 
ly. That was the gist of it all. 
He 
handled the man who does not take 
care of his stock without gloves and 
said that it was no use for such men to 
get good stock as they would not get 
good results from good stock. 
He is 
strictly a dairy man and his talk was 
entirely from that standpoint and he 
advised the farmers to make no attempt 
get beef raisers as ho claimed it took 
as 
much feed to produce a pound of 
flesh worth three to five cents as it did 
to produce a pound of butter at 20 to 30 
cents. 
He advocated the Jersey and Guern­ 
sey type of cattle as tho most profitable 
for the Crow Wing county farmer and 
that the beef raiser or the general pur 
pose animal was poor property. 
O ne of the facts that added to the 
success of tho day and the satisfaction 
of the farmers was the presence of buy­ 
ers from the city, even though they 
bought no stock. The fact that they 
were here, ready to pick up bargains 
satisfied many farmers that the local 
buyers were paying full value for the 
stock. 
J. I). Pierson, representing Slimmer & 
Thomas, South St. Paul, was among 
those present and was one of the inter­ 
ested listeners to Prof Hacker’s address, 
which he complimented highly especial 
ly as to the care and treatment of the 
stock. On some points however, he dis-

has been for some time the common 
thing throughout the west and south 
for the man with range or pasturage to 
buy a bunch of cattle in the spring, 
weighing say IKM.) pounds, keeping them 
in the pasture till about the middle of 
October and then sending them to St. 
Paul or Sioux City for sale to the feed­ 
ers in the corn belt. 
There is seldom 
more than enough increase in price to 
more than pay the freights,but a bunch 
of 900 pound two year obi steers ought 
to lay on an average of 300 pounds in the 
summer. 
This would make a neat 
profit for the use of the land. 
Mr. Pierson has great faith in the 
clover and timothy proposition and told 
a reporter that in all his travels he 
never saw a better load of clover hay 
than was on inarket last Saturday. 
Mr. Pierson and Mr. Oehler, of tho J. 
R. Kirk Commission Co., both spoke 
strongly in favor of the erection of silos 
and tho use of ensilage in winter feed­ 
ing. They recommend the big Kansas 
and Missouri corn for the purpose. 
While it will not ripen here it will devel­ 
op to tho proper stage for cutting for 
use in a sile and will produce a large 
amount per acre. J’his with the return 
of the manure to the farm they believe 
the very best solution of the farming 
problem here. 
Both express strong 
faith in the future, but insist that some

feature of the afternoon on Saturday. 
He gave a plain, sensible talk to farm­ 
ers, telling them what in his judgment 
was the best thing for this county with 
its peculiar climatic and soil conditions. 
He took one of Dr. Hemstead’s Jersey 
cows up onto the platform and showed 
the farmers present howto select a good 


and spoke freely to a Dispatch repre­ 
sentative in the matter later. 
Ho says 
the Jerseys are all right in their place, 
but they are not in his opinion the suc­ 
cessful cow for the general farmer. The 
trouble with them is just this, Frof. 
Haecker told of buying cows after their 
usefulness was over. That is the trou 
blo with a Jersey. The carcass has 
practically no value ami the male calves, 
such as are not fitted or needed for sire 
are airpost worthless. He 
advocates 
the milk strains of Shorthorns as the 
best farmer’s cow. The steer calves are 
profitably raised and the heifer that 
proves a poor milker is almost as valu 
able as her brother. The obi cow does 
not have to be buried, she can be profit­ 
ably shipped even if she grades butcher 
stuff or canner. They farmer he says 
cannot take the chance of half of his 
calves being steers and almost worth­ 
less and a good per cont of the heifers 
poor talkers or mothers that are useless 
as beef or for anything else. 
Mr. Pierson stayed over and visited 
Dr. ( ’amp's ranch up at Mission lake 
Sunday. He expressed himself as well 
pleased and surprised with the place 
and the stock the doctor has gathered 
there. 
He spoke especially highly of 
some of tho Shorthorn cows.
